FOR COUP ANT RIFLE EANGES. 


The full text of the new law provid- 


ing for appropriations for company rifle 
ranges in the New Hampshire National 
guard, which may properly be of inter- 
est to citizen and militiaman alike, is as 
follows: 
An Act in relation to ranges for rifle 


practice for the New Hampshire Na- 
tional guard. 


Be it enacted by the senate and house of 


representatives fn general court con 
vened: 
Section 1. That the sum of fifty dol 


lars be and hereby ia annually appro- 
priated and allowed for each, company 
of infantry, the troop of cavalry and the 
light battery of the New Hampshire 
National guard, the same to be used 
exclusively for the preparation and 
maintenance of suitable ranges for rifle 
practice for the said companies, troop 
and battery; provided that no organi- 
zition shall receive the said sum until 
proper vouchers for its expenditure, ap- 
proved by the inspector of rifle prac 
tice, have been filed with the adjutant 
general, and also provided that no or- 
ganization shall be entitled to receive the 
allowance a second year unless at least 
seventy-five per cent of the members 
have qualified as third class marksmen 
during the preceding practice season, 
and have been certified as such by the 
inspector of rifle practice. 


Section 2. The governor is hereby 


authorized to draw his warrant for such 
sums as may be necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this act, and this act 
shall take effect upon its passage. 


Approved March 7th, 1901.

This note, says Mr. Augur, was issued 


by a man named Ackley Hubbard of De 
Mara, la., 20 years ago. He was & lawyer 
and editor combined. He made it to have 
Borne fun -with the boys. Whenever a man 
would strike him for a small loan, he 
would shove tho blank out for the bor- 
rower to sign. The words in fine type no 
one would ever stop to read. Then, after 
the victim had signed, Hubbard would 


Id him up and read the whole thing to 


him to see him squirm and perspire. It 
s alleged that Hubbard had a lot of fun 
out of the blank until the boys learned 
the trick.—Detroit Tribune.

In Franklin's autobiography there if 


only the barest mention of his mother, 
Abiah, and merely as the daughter of 


one of theflrst settlers of New England." 
Presumably this silence was due to tha 
eighteenth century attitude toward women 
more than to any want of affection, for 
tlia two corresponded-with regularity even 
after the mother was "very weak and 
short of breath—so that I cannot sit np to 
write altho1 I sleep well o' night and my

writing and inditing for all tell me I am 
too old to write letters." 


To her Franklin sent gifts of various 


kinds, including "a moidore * * * -which 
please to accept toward chaise hire, that 
you may ride warm to meetings this -win- 
ter." Upon her death in 1752 he wrote 
his sister Jane: "I received yours with the 
affecting news of our dear mother's death. 
I thank you for your long continued care 
of her in her old age and sickness. Our 
distance made it impracticable for us to 
attend her, but you have supplied'all. She 
has lived a good life, as well as loot; one, 
and is happy."—Paul Leicester Ford ia 
Century.

The opinion most generally conceded is 


that France reoeivt-d the waltz from Ger- 


lowaixl the closo of the eighteenth 


reiitury, and amonij many beliefs this 
rontains the most, truth, but the justice of 
cttributing to Germanic influence tlie rc- 
na:usance- of the waltz in Krante does not 
tif netvasiiy verify the statement that it 
had its origin in Germany. 


Like everything else that touches hu- 


mnnity, where nothing is born spontane- 
ou=ly, but everything is the product of a 
Eti-ies of successive evolutions, the waltz 
diu not emanate in its present form from 
the brain of a. dancing master. Long be- 
fore 17SO, the tiiaewhen we lind it, first 
mentioned under this name, its graceful 
carves and cadences were displayed on the 
village greens as well as in the golden 
salons of palaces. 


The waltz, like xoany other secular 


things, we find first in the church, where 
in the midst of barbaric disorder ic serves 
to trace the union between ancient civili- 
ition and that of the middle, ages. The 
sacred dance of the pagans is preserved to 
a certain point in Christian rites. It is 
transformed to a series of evolutions 
made to the sound of the tambourine. St. 
Isidore, archiiishop of Seville, born about 
A. D. 5SO, was intrusted by the council 
of Toledo with the revision of the liturgy 
as it was then practiced in the Roman 
church, in which there was a tambourine 
dance. The council decided to adopt the 
Isitloi-ian liturgy in all Spain, and 
ifc 


differed but little from that used in other 
countries at that time. This rite, cele- 
brated before the eighth century, when the 
Moors first invaded Spain, was still cele- 
brated by tho Christians in the seven 
ohtirches of Toledo, which, the 
Moors 


abandoned after their capture of the city 
and was after that time called the Moor- 
ish rite. 


This was known and employed in Pro- 


vence and Italy. The tambourine in use in 
this religious dance was called by St. Isi- 
dore "nioitie de symphonic" and evident- 
ly corresponded to the instrument which 
in the ancient sacred dances accompanied 
the flute, a, sort of bagpipe invented two 
centuries B. C. And thus, as tlie religious 
dance of the middle ages is allied to the 
ancient sacred dance, so the waltz is an 
evolution of this religious dance. 


In the eleventh century, when the Gre- 


gorian rite supplanted the Moorish rite, 
the dance disappeared from the church. 
It appeared very quickly in society under 
tho name of caiole, a word derived from 
the Latin caroler; afterward under that 
of basse dance, in •whic'h the grand prel- 
ates, kings and dignitaries did not disdain 
to join, composed o£ three parts, two very 
slow and one more lively. 


The people—and at this time all who 


were not of the clergy or royalty were the 
people—used the latter part, called the 
tourdion, which, lighter and more lively, 
appealed to them, and little by little it 
became changed. In Italy it was first 
separated from the rest under the name 
of romanesca, and from there it passed to 
Provence and southern Germany, but in 
each of these countries it was diversified 
and developed according to the character 
of the people. 


In Provence it soon became the gattlard, 


and this name indicates the character of 
the transformation. 


Five hundred years later they danced 


the volte, which was in turn a trans- 
formation of the gaillard. The measure 
was ternary like the latter and might be 
designated technically thus: Two steps, 
a skip, feet together, pause. The man 
first faced the opposite 
couple, then 


skipped on the left foot, turning the left 
shoulder toward them. Repeating this 
four times, ho again faced the other 
dancers. As for the lady, her movements 
wore reduced to embracing as tightly as 
possible tho neck of her cavalier. 


As can be seen at once, this dance re- 


sembled, the waltz in three ways—it was 
danced in three time, it was the first dance 
in which a turn was made and the first in 
which the dancer embraced his partner. 
Tho latter, in fact, did not touch tho 
ground. The cavalier held her suspended 
with his left arm as he executed the four 
movements described above. 


At the court of Valois the* volte was a 


favorite dance, especially with Catherine 
dc' Medici, whilo Henry II was charmed 
with tho psalm which Clement Marot set 
to an air of the volte, thinking perhaps 
that what caino from the church should 
i?o back to the church. The volte, as did 
later the waltze, turned the heads of this 
court. The queen, Marguerite de Na- 
varre, wife of Henry IV, was an admira- 
ble voltcusc. 


After tho corrupt court of Valois had 


been dispersed by the league, and Henry 
III, the last of the great volteurs, had fal- 
len under tho knife of Jacques Clement, 
this dance disappeared foreveriroin court, 
city and people. Though it greatly re- 
sembled tho waltz, the latter did not de- 
scend from it directly, but was rather the 
younser gistei- of it) 


In fact, the romanesca, transported, as 


we havo said, to Provence and southern 
Germany, was developed in these countries 
very differently—in Provonce into the 
gaillard and volte, whilo the Germans, 
more dreamy and slow, changed tho 
rouiiincsca into the gcrmari and waltz. 


The volto succumbed while young to 


oblivion in tho sixteenth century by very 
reason of its excess, but the german lived 
long and produced tho waltz which reigns 
today. 


About 1780 an incident occurred which 


tended to fix definitely tho waltz among 
German customs in its present form and 
name, placing it in high society and mak- 
ing it known to foreigners. 
This was its 


introduction in an opera by Vincent Mar- 
tin, "Una Cosa Vnrn," which in 1787 de- 
throned at Vh-nniv tho "Figaro" of Mo- 
Kiirt. 
Four characters in this opera, 


Lnbia, Vita, Chita and Lllla, dressed In 


I blsick and rose color, danced on tho stago 
tho flrht wait/,.

'ellows and the boon of work in tho prison 
here is imposed upon him a punishment 
ho se^ erity and irksomeness of which can 
inly be apprehended in its full force by 
me who has undergone it. 
The punish- 


ueiit is silence. Throughout the, day no 
nan clare speak to his iellow savo of ne- 
:essit;y or by stealth. To a man who has 
iolded to temptation and fallen from an 
louorablo place in society the need of hu- 
man sympathy, the sound of a kindly 
voice, a friendly ear into which to pour 
tho torturing surgings o£ his mind, is most 
necessary and must make this imposed si- 
lence terrible to bear. • 


The, prison authorities recognize the se- 


verity of the punishment of these long 
brooding hours and the mental strain im- 
posed ou tha convict. Many in passing 
the penitentiary in the early hours of the 
evening must have been startled by tho 
cries and tumult echoing from behind its 
stone walls and wondered as they hurried 
by if a bloody revolt was going on within. 
A revolt it is, indeed, that, nightly takes 
place, but It is the revolt of overburdened 
hearts, of anguished souls, and black, ovil 
minds against the silence they havo writh- 
ed under during the day. From 0 o'clock 
until 0 each night tho ban of silence is 
raised, and tho inmates ot tho prison aro 
free to give vent to the tumult of their 
minds. 


Locked therein their cells, the groat ma- 


jority of tho prisoners await eagerly the 
hour of 6. At the given timo pandomoni- 
uni breaks loose. The corridors echo and 
ro-echo to the yells, shrieks and songs of 
the miserable caged men.

have musical instruments, and these add 
their volume to the general discord. For 
three hours the din continues, but on the 
stroke of 9 the electric lights in tho cells 
go out, silence once more broods over the 
gloomy place and fortunate tho man who 
Jlnds freedom in sleep.—Philadelphia Tele- 
graph.

The more 
unearthly and heartrending its sobs the 
better they seeux to bo pleased. For a 
event funeral all the beggars and raga- 
muffins and impudent small boys in the 
vicinity are hired. They are decked out 
iu tawdry clothes, or perhaps their rags 
a-.ti not even disguised in any way, but 
they are at least given banners to carry 
and ;ue hired to wail and sob as i£ their 
hearts wore breaking. The dull, indiffer- 
ent, stolid faces of the men and the 
roguish, mischievous smiles on the boys' 
faces belie their wails and give a very 
unreal air of hypocritical sorrow to the 
average Chinese funeral, though, doubt- 
less there is much genuine sorrow anu as 
many real heartaches as in other lands. 


"When the coiliii is borne in the funeral 


pL-oress'on, it is often covered up with al 
sorts of grotesque pasteboard counterfeir. 
of the things which the departed is likelj 
to want in his future journeys in the laud 
beyond. A mock house and a mock horse 
are often thus carried, a paper cow to 
furnish milk and meat, paper fowls to lay 
eKKs for him and paper servants to do his 
bidding. Oftentimes, too, a tempting ar- 
ray of real viands is carried in the pro- 
cession, a roast pig, a dozen roast ducks, 
bread and rice and fruit. They are not 
left to "waste their sweetness oil the des 
iTt air," but after they have remained at 
the grave's mouth for a little while and 
tho spirits have sni3ed tlie delicious odors 
they are divided up among the sorrowing 
relatives and friends, who liftve such a 
fuast as many of them have not enjoyed 
for days. — Cosmopolitan.

only the barest mention of his mother, 
Abiah, and merely as the daughter of 
•'one of theflrst settlers of New England." 
Presumably this silence was due to tha 
eighteenth century attitude toward women 
more than to any want of affection, for 
the two corresponded with regularity even 
after the mother was "very weak and 
short of breath—so that I cannot sit np to 
write altho' I sleep well o' night and my 
jough is better and I havo a pretty good 
stomach to xny victuals," and she had to 
beg her son to "please excuse my bad 
writing and inditing for all tell me I am 
too old to write letters." 


To her Franklin sent gifts of various

Upon her death in 1753 he wrote 


his sister Jane: "I received yours with the 
affecting news of our dear mother's death. 
I thank you for your long continued care 
of her in her old aga and sickness. Our 
distance made it impracticable Jor us to 
attend her, but you have supplied-all. She 
has lived a good life, as well as long one, 
and Is happy."—Paul Leicester Ford in 
Century.

the brain of a. dancing master. Long bor 
fore 1780, the time when we find it first 
mentioned under this name, its graceful 
carves and cadences were displayed on the 
village greens as well as in the golden 
salons of palaces. 


The waltz, like many other secular 


things, we find first in the church, where 
in the midst of barbaric disorder it serves 
to trace the union between ancient civili- 
sation and that of the middle ages. Tha 
sacred dance of the pagans is preserved to 


certain point in Christian rites. It is 


transformed to a series of evolutions 
made to the sound of the tambourine. St. 
Isidore, arcbinshop of Seville, born about 
A. D. 5SO, was intrusted by tho council 
of Toledo with the revision of the liturgy 
a,s it was then practiced in the Roman 
church, in which there wzxS a tambourine 
clance. The council decided to adopt the 
Isiaori«an liturgy in all Spain, and it 
differed but little from that used in other 
countries at that time. This rite, cele- 
brated before the eighth century, when the 
Moors first invaded Spain, was still cele- 
brated by the Christians in the seven 
churches of Toledo, which the 
Moors 


abandoned after their capture of the city 
and was after that time called the Moor- 
ish rite. 


This was known and employed in Pro- 


vence and Italy. The tambourine in use in 
this religious dance was called by St. Isi- 
dore "inoitie de symphonie" and evident- 
ly corresponded to the instrument which 
in the ancient sacred dances accompanied 
the flute, a sort of bagpipe invented two 
centuries B. C. And thus, as the religious 
dance of the middle ages is allied to the 
ancient sacred dance, so the waltz is an 
evolution of this religious dance. 


In the eleventh century, when the Gre- 


gorian rito supplanted the Moorish rite, 
the dance disappeared from the church, 
It appeared very quickly in society under 
tho name of carole, a word derived from 
•the Latin caroler; afterward under thai 
of basse dance, in whitSt the grand prel 
utes, kings and dignitaries did not disdain 
to join, composed of three parts, two very 
slow and one more lively. 


The people — and at this time all who 


were not of the clergy or royalty were the 
people — used the latter part, called the 
tourdion, which, lighter and more lively 
appealed to them, and little by little i 
became changed. In Italy it was first 
separated f rom the rest under the name 
of romanesca, and from there it passed to 
Provence and southern Germany, but in 
each of these countries it was diversified 
and developed according to the character 
of the people. 
, 


In Provence it soon became the gaillard, j 


and this name Indicates the character of 
the transformation. 


Five hundred years later they danced 


the volte, which was in turn a trans- 
formation of the gaillard. The measure 
vras ternary like the latter and might be 
designated technically thus: Two steps, 
a skip, feet together, pause. 
The man 


first faced the opposite 
couple, then 


skipped on the left foot, turning tho left 
shoulder toward them. Bepeating this 
four times, he again faced the other 
dancers. As for the lady, her movements 
were reduced to embracing as tightly as 
possible the neck of her cavalier. 


As can be seen at once, this dance re- 


sembled the waltz in three Trays — it was 
danced in three time, it was the first dance 
in which a turn was made and the first in 
which the dancer embraced his partner. 
Tho latter, in fact, did not touch the 
ground. The cavalier held her suspended 
with his left arm as he executed the four 
movements described above. 


At the court of Valois the' volte was a 


favorite dance, especially with Catherine 
de' Medici, while Heury II was charmed 
with the psalm which Clement MaMt get 
to an air of the volte, thinking perhaps 
that what came from the church should 
go back to the church. The volte, as did 
later the \valtze, turned the heads of this 
court. 
The queen, Marguerite de Na- 


varre, wife of Henry IV, was an admira- 
ble volteuse. 


After the corrupt court of Valois ha<l 


been dispersed by the league, and Henry 
III, tho last of the great volteurs, had fal- 


i Ion under tho knife of Jacques Clement, 
this dance disappeared forever .from court, 
city und people. Though it greatly re- 
sembled the walt<i, the latter did not de- 
scend from it directly, but was rather the 
yonnger sister of iU 


In fact, the romanesca, transported, as 


we have said, to Provence and southern 
Germany, was developed in these countries 
very differently — in Provence into the 
g.iill.trd and volte, whilo tho Germans, 
inoro dreamy and slow, changed 
the 


rom.nnesca, into the gcrnian and waltz. 


Tho volte succumbed while young to 


oblivion in tho sixteenth century by very 
reason of its excess, but tho gorman lived 
long and produced tho waltz which reigns 
today. 


About 1780 an incident occurred which 


tended to fix definitely tho wait/, among 
Gorman customs in its present form and 
name, placing it in high society and mak- 
ing it known to foreigners. This was its 
introduction in an opera by Vincent Mar- 
tin, ''Un;v Cosn, Varn," which in 1787 de- 
throned at Vienna tho "Figaro" of Mo- 
zart. 
Four characters Jn this opera, 


Lubia, Vita, Chita- and Lllla, dressed in 
black and roso xsolor, danced on tho stage 
tho first waltz. 


The fivvorahU) reception of tho opera 


naturally ilrvw tho attention of Koriety to 
the tlanco, und under tho name of cosa 
Vara It immediately became tho fashion 
and shortly afterward assumed the namo 
bf \val tz, by which it has been known ever 
sinco.

of the things which the departed is likt'lj 
to want iu his future journeys in the land 
beyond. A mock house nud a mock horse 
are often tlws carried, a paper cow to 
famish milk and meat, paper fowls to lay 
CRSS for him and paper servants to do hi* 
bidding. Oftentimes, too, a tempting ar- 
ray oC real viands is carried in the pro- 
cession, a roast pig, a dozen roast ducks, 
bread and rice and fruit. They are not 
K-ft to "waste their sweetness on the dcs 
ert air," liut after they have remained at 
the grave's mouth for a little while and 
the spirits have sniled. the delicious odors 
they are divided up amouc the sorrowing 
relatives and friends, who have such a 
feast as many of them have not enjoyed 
for duys.—Cosmopolitan.
